Percel , with the sseacity of an old cam-
aigner, that his scheme is sure to prove a bad
nvestment, he selzes the first oconsion of n
Cabinet council to express his unbotnded sdmi-
rition of the wise_and beneficent polioy of the
Adminls ratios. This movement of the enthu-
sinstic Stanton at wus erisis 12 as remarkable as
the abandonment ot the Jacovins by Danton in
the Euldut of the bloody French “Relgn of Ter-
ror."

Danton, like Btanton, from the profession of
f lawyer; became a republican leader remar ka
ble for his energy and terrible activity against
the rebels and copperheads of his day; but
Dunton, in pleading for merey to the Girondista,
broovght upon himsell the wrath of Robesplerre,
and the axe ol the guitlotine. Stawton, lko
Danton, hae evidently had blool enough of his
own countrymen, snd will nlso have to answer
to his Robespierte of the convention; but, un-
like Danton, Stanton, in having the balance of
power on his side, will come off the viclor
Ihus the ereat outrage ngainst justice and ha
nan ty perpetrated in the exceution of Danton
will, as an event in history, be rectified in the
filomph of Sianton.

The lover of Plutareb may enlaree upon this
prraclel between Danton and Stanton, tor there
wi e ubundant materisls in the public carcer ol
the o two distinguishod men to pursue the com-
prrisen to any extent, but our purpose is se-
cired in vindieating the memory of Danton in
the Hving and successful example of Stanton.
Everything depends opon the circumstances by
which we are surfounded. The eame virtuous
net which one day and inone place adds another
vietim 1o the guillotine, on another day and in
another place opens the door to a new epoch of
powcer nnd glory. Secretary Stanton, with more
patience and ealeulation than his French proto-
type, Danton, uses the political factions of nis
day, and awaits his opportunmity. Thus, with
the decline of Cameronin the War Office, 8tan-
ton, by his adroit and successtul fatteries of
General MeQlellan, secured the then powerful
influence of that oflicer in his 1avor, tll firmly
fixed in the War Department, snd then quick to
peroeive the weak points of MeClellan, Stanton,
withott remorse, cut him down., A politician
ol the shrewa and energeiic character o1 Secre-
tary Stanton, brought up in the school of Mar-
tin Van Buren and Jumea Buchanan, and in the
midst of a great revolutioa, perfected in his
studics under Secretaries Seward and Chase, is
not the man to play the subordinate to Thad-
deus Stevens a moment longer than is neressary.

As it hag been the rule of men in power, in
all ages of the werld, to seek a still higher ele.
valion, we may sssume that Mr Stanton, as
Sceretary of War, has not 1orgotten himsell in
hiz services to the country., We may assume
that there was gomething of personal ambition
in lus #helving of McClellan, and in his atlum[rt
to disgrace Shermuan, which, under all the cir-
eimgtances, but lor the prompt and effectiva
interposition of General Grant, might have been
successiul, We may even venture upon the
theory that the Secretary of War, as a profes-
sional politician, has learned how to trim his
#ails to the popular wind, and that he trims
